F ormer sex slave Michelle 
Knight has turned her back 
on her family. Nearly two 
years since her rescue from 
a Cleveland house of hor- 
rors, she still has had no contact 
with her loved ones.

Amanda’s beloved dad passes away 


I N A tragic twist to Amanda 
Berry’s escape from Ariel 
Castro’s cruel imprisonment, 
The National ENQUIRER has 
learned the kidnapping victim 
has lost her father - less than 
two years after being freed 
from a decade in captivity.

Amanda was just 16 years 
old when Castro abducted 
her on April 21, 2003.

The three women finally 
escaped from Castro’s Qhio 
dungeon after Amanda 
struggled to call out to pass- 
ing strangers from inside the 
house on May 6, 2013 - 10 
years after her disappearance.

Instead, Johnny lived to see 
the cowardly Castro commit 
suicide while serving a life sen- 
tence, plus 1,000 years.

The 87-year-old Oscar win- 
ner is "utterly disgusted” by his

Nassim declared. 

“He preferred to seduce married men, weight- 
lifters, sports ciub trainers and others who had 
not been introduced to the gay scene.” 

He aiso revealed: “All he ever seemed to do 
was quiz me about my sex life ...

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John’s aircraft company Alto 
from 1981 to 1987 - revealed 
to The ENQUIRER he was 
writing a sensational account 
of his affair with John, com- 
plete with photos of the pair 
together. 

The book, titled “Travolta 
Exposed,” kicked off a nearly 
two-year court battle to si- 
lence the author. 

Desperate to bury the 
project, John’s pitbull law- 
yer showered Doug with 
cease-and-desist letters in an 
attempt to muzzle him forever. 

BUT IN JULY 2014, a Califor- 
nia appeals court dismissed a 
motion by John’s legal team 
to stop Doug from proceed- 
ing with his case - a ruling that 
could eventually lead to the 
release of the tell-all tome. 

“Travolta’s attempt at trying 
to keep Gotterba from pub- 
lishing a tell-all book about 
their affair could backfire if 
Tahzib testifies, and if John 




himself is forced to swear out 
a deposition under oath about 
his gay double life,” said a 
source close to the case. 

While John’s lawyer has 
insisted that “ultimately, 
[Doug] will not prevail on 
his claim,” sources said the 
courtroom brawl could have 
dire consequences: In addi- 
tion to potentially exposing 
John to more public scrutiny, 
the gay bombshells could 
trigger a dirty divorce battle 
and a fight over the couple’s 
$220 million fortune! 

California lawyer Christo- 
pher Dolan, an expert in civil 
lawsuits who is not involved in 
the Travolta case, suggested 
to The ENQUIRER that John’s 
lawyer could attempt to block 
Nassim from testifying to save 
his secrets from being spilled. 

John could argue that his 
“sexuality is not relevant to

“The Gotterba case could cer- 
tainly be the end for Kelly and 
explode what’s been a sham 
marriage deal until now. 

“And it could also result in 
a war over their kids if John 
and Kelly split.” 

John’s lawyer has vehe- 
mently denied there’s any 
trouble in the couple’s mar- 
riage and declared sources’ 
claims regarding a divorce 
are a fabrication. 

But John has continued his 
compulsive behavior - includ- 
ing a recent trip to a Florida 
gym at 3 a.m., where John 
sparked headlines over his 
encounter with a hunky man. 

Relationship expert Dr. Gil- 
da Carle, who hasn’t treated 
John or Kelly, told The EN- 
QUIRER: “How could this NOT 
be more humiliating for her?

Extract it head- 
first to ensure a full extraction, and grab a 
magnifying glass to make sure you got it all!”

“Antibiotics are the best treatment and 
are often effective, but make sure to use only 
with [guidance from] a practitioner or dis- 
ease specialist,” Dr. Fischer said.

W HITNEY Houston’s 
troubled daugh- 
ter Bobbi Kristina 
learned she was 
pregnant just hours 
before a wild night of partying 
- ending in a shocking suicide 
drama! 

In a bombshell world exclu- 
sive, The National ENQUIRER 
can reveal the tortured final 
minutes of the 21-year-old’s 
horrific Jan. 31 medical emer- 
gency, with Bobbi Kristina 
clinging to life as The ENQUIR- 
ER went to press. 

“Krissi was pushed to the 
edge,” a source told The EN- 
QUIRER. “She learned she was 
in the family way only hours 
before,” added a pal - a fact 
confirmed in leaked emails, 
obtained by The ENQUIRER, 
between Bobbi Kristina and a 
family friend. 

In them, she talked openly 
about wanting to have a child. 
Said a source: “On top of that. 


she was at war with her father 
[Bobby Brown] and haunted 
by her mother Whitney’s de- 
mons as the third anniversary 
of her death approached. 

“If that wasn’t enough, Krissi 
was reeling from the TV movie 
that had aired on Lifetime only 
days before, which showed her 
mom and dad’s stormy rela- 
tionship and their drug use.” 

In a scene eerily similar to her 
mother’s tragic death on Feb. 
11, 2012, Bobbi Kristina was 
found unconscious in a water- 
filled bathtub at her townhouse 
in the Atlanta suburb of Ro- 
swell, Ga. 

Added another insider: 
“What may have started as a 
cry for help ended in what ap- 
peared to be a tragic suicide 
and drug overdose.” 

This wasn’t the first suicide 
bid: The ENQUIRER reported 
in 2008 that Bobbi Kristina - 
then 14 years old - slashed her 
wrists with a razor blade after 





trying to stab her nnonn during 
a heated argument. 


BOBBI KRISTINA WAS also 
distraught over constantly 
fighting with husband Nick 
Gordon as the couple marked 
their first anniversary, the 
source added. 

The police had been called to 
the townhouse on Jan. 23 over a 
reported fight - but when cops 
arrived, there was no one home. 


Six days later, Bobbi Kristina 
retweeted a post that seems 
ominous in retrospect: “Getting 
your s— together is one thing, 
keeping it together is another.” 

The night before, Bobbi Kris- 
tina and Nick partied with 
friends. Around 3 a.m., Bobbi 
posted a solo selfie, and then 
another of herself with a pal 
identified as Edwin DeMarco. 

What happened over the next 
seven hours remains a mystery

the party ended, Nick passed 
out, but Krissi was left alone 
with her own dark thoughts.” 

Around 10:20 a.m., Nick 
found his wife unconscious in 
a bathroom of their home. She 
was lying facedown in the wa- 
ter-filled tub. 

“NICK INSTANTLY FLASHED 

back to Whitney’s tragic end- 
ing, and shouted, ‘Please, 
Krissi, don’t die!”’ the source 
told The ENQUIRER. 


The husband summoned an- 
other man in the house to call 
911 at 10:23 a.m. The two men 
lifted Bobbi Kristina’s body out 
of the tub, turning her face up 
on the floor of the bathroom. 

Roswell Police Dept, offi- 
cial Lisa Holland said: “She 
was unresponsive, meaning 
not breathing, no heartbeat. 
[Nick] started CPR on her.” 

Bobbi Kristina was rushed 
by ambulance to North Fulton 
Hospital in possible cardiac ar- 


rest. No drugs or alcohol were 
found at the scene, but a 
source said: “Like Whitney’s 
death, there’s now questions if 
any evidence was removed.” 

While doctors were able to 
get Bobbi Kristina breathing, 
her outlook was grim. 

She was placed in a medically 
induced coma among reports 
that she was “brain dead.”

Six months ago, in The EN- 
QUIRER’S Aug. 4 issue, we 
reported that Bobbi Kristina’s 
behavior had “sparked new con- 
cerns that she’s abusing drugs.” 

She responded on her Ins- 
tagram account, declaring:
